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BaijTimoke!, Md., Sept. 9.—Thé ocm- 
memoration of the stirring events at 
Baltimore, in connection mth the war of 
1812, which have their seventy-fifth anni- 
versary during this week, began to-day 
with the opening of the Maryland ex- 
position at Pimlico, nnder the anspices 
of the Maryland Exposition association, 
and will continue nntil Saturday night. 


Never before has Baltimore presented 
so beautiful a scene of peaceful anima- 
tion. 
She is dressed in her Sunday 
best, from crown to toe, and people in 
tens of thousands fill her streets. 


Baltimore street is a perfect maze in 
the extent and variety of its decorations 
and the people, vieing with each other 
in the patriotic display, have as with a 
magic wand transformed the city into a 
scene of bewildering beauty. The stars 
and stripes are carried in the hands of 
myriads and on every breast is worn a 
medal, a reminder of the bravery .of the 
defenders of Fort McHenry and Balti- 
more in 1814, a symbol of America's 
twice won freedom and independence. 


The opening day is graced with the 
presence of President Harrison, Post- 
master General Wanamaker, Secretary 
of the Treasury Windom, Gov. Biggs, 
of Delaware, Gov. Jackson and Ex-Gov. 
Phillip Francis Thomas, of Maryland. 
The later is the only surviving member 
of the Thirty-sixth Congress, excepting 
Henry Waterson's father. 


A committe of gentlemen, headed by 
General John Gill, James A. Garry, 
and II. Bartlett went to Washington last 
night and escorted the president and 
his party to Baltimore this morning. 


The presidential party consisted of 
President Harrison, Secretary of the 
Navy Tracey, Secretary of the Treasury 
Windom, Adjutant General Kilton, D. 
M. Bansdell, marshf^ of the District of 
Columbia: They arrived at Camden 
station at 10:15 o'clock, and immediately 
took carriages and started directly for 
the presidential stand at the comer of 
Eutaw street 
and Madison 
avenue, 
where they are reviewing the grand 
street pageant. President Harrison has 
never received a heartier welcome at the 
hands of any people than he did i^o-day 
in democratic Baltimore. 


The principal feature to-day was the 
grand street pageant which was at once 
patriotic, historical, 
industrial, agri- 
cultural, mechanical, military and civic. 
A feature of the parade was "the guard 
of honor," 200 strong, for the star 
spangled banner, and the battle flag of 
the Twenty-seventh regiment, composed 
exclusively of descendants of those who 
fought at North Point and Fort Mc- 
Heniy September 12 and 14, 1814. 
In 
their midst was a float illustrating the 
defeat of the British by the American 
forces near Baltimore in 1814. A proud 
eagle is burying its talons in the shrink- 
ing form of a Lion and on the parapet 
stands Columbia wearing the stars and 
stripes. 


The 6th division was the trades dis- 
play in which was represented the Penn. 
sylvania Eailroad and the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad, Adams Express, the Typ- 
ographical Union, showing the rise and 
progress of the printing business, and 
almost every large business interest in 
the city from tea and coflfee to lumber 
and machinery. In this section over 
3,000 employes of the B^timore & Ohio 
and the Pennsylvania railroads marched 
and on twenty floats were representa- 
tives of the wonders of modem r^dlroad 
transportation and the progress made 
since the time Peter Cooper ran the 
first locomotive out of Baltimore on the 
Baltimore & Ohio. 


Two hundred firms and companies 
engaged in all sorts of industry had dis- 
plays in the line. Fifty thousand men 
marched in the procession. 


Among the hundreds of floats were 
groups that reflect great credit upon 
their désignés, the brewers display, the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and the Balti- 
more & OMo are deserving of especial 
mention. 


Vonderhorst had a miniature brewery 
in full operation from the steam engine 
to the vats and faults. The float pre- 
ceding this one represented King Q«m- 
brinus seated on his throne attended by 
a young woman arrayed in gorgeous 
costume. The woman courtesied to the 
President, who politely bowed, remark- 
ing a moment afterward to Mayor La- 
trobe, "Nice girls." 


The Northern Central railroad had a 
float bearing a model of their grain ele- 
vator at Canton. 
The model was on 
the edge of the water and lying along- 
side was a vessel taking in her cargo.

Never has the city been furnished 
with such a novelty as in the new livery 
and boarding stables of J. W. Pearse & 
G. W. Loag, situated between Calhoun 
and Clinton streets, one square's length 
from Holman to Chestnut streets. 


The building was erected for the 
enterprising gentlemen by Mr. P. A. 
Randall especially for the above, and is 
the most complete building of the kind 
in the state. 
The Sentinei. reporter in 
company with the local press was shown 
through the "Palace," as the place is 
styled. 


The building is of brick, two stories in 
height and 52x150 feet in size. Every 
department is an appartment by itself, 
and the whole is so closely connected 
that the greatest convenience is obtain- 
ed. . The entire buiWing is to be heated 
and lighted by gas, and as you enter the 
office from Holman street, you find a 
finely furaished room, arranged with 
every convenience for the required pur- 
poses. Opposite the office, with an en - 
trance also from Holman street, is a 
ladies' waiting room, which is fitted up 
in the most luxurious manner. The 
floors are covered with the most hand- 
some carpet, wash rooms are arranged 
Md electeic bells are provided, so that 
in giving her order a lady need have 
no trouble or inconvenience, but can 
be waited upon promptly 
without 
leaving the parlors. Back of these 
offices is the space devoted to the 
carriages and wagons, 
and 
rooms 
also for the keeping of hailiess, robes, 
etc. Here also is a fine elevator, and on 
this carriages and vehicles can be car- 
ried to rooms upon the second floor, 
when occasion requires, it. Off from 
this portion is a room in which the ve- 
hicles are washed. This room is sup- 
plied with natural gas, and a man wül 
be placed in charge at nights, and every 
night the vehicles can be cleaned up 
and kept in excellent condition. About 
the center of the building a solid parti- 
tion divides the front of destables from 
that portion occupied by the horses, 
with large sliding doors having glass 
panels. 


The horse stables are the most com- 
plete ever seen in this section of the 
country. The open stalls occupy the 
center of the room, arranged in a con- 
venient manner. To the rear of this 
stable is another harness room, and also 
rooms on the second floor immediately 
above, for the use of attaches of the 
bam. At the rear end of the building 
is placed a flowing fountain, from the 
Mallott iron works, where water will be 
easily accessible for all the stock. 


The front portion of the upper floor 
can be used for storing carriages or any- 
thing desired. 
At tíie rear, way up in 
the comb of the roof, is placed a finé hay 
carrier, by which the article can be 
taken to its mow, which same has a ca- 
pacity of fifty tons. The up stairs is 
also divided in two divisions, and imme- 
diately over the horses' department, is 
erect^ the oats bin with a capacity of 
3,000 bushels, and the com bin having a 
capacity of 1,000 bushels. 


The stable is very appropriately named 
the "Palace," and the proprietors are to 
be congratulated. It is probable that 
when they oi)en a grand parade will be 
given. At any rate it will well repay 
one a visit just to see the handsome 
turnouts, the beautiful horses, and the 
elegant manner in which the place is 
fitt^ up.

A BOSTON paper counts twelve im- 
portant failures that have occurred in 
the northern Atlantic states within the 
past few weeks.

On6 
of the Philadelphia unfortunates, John 
Lees, says that his failure was "due di- 
rectly to an overstocked market," and 
adds, "I must admit that it is indirectly 
due to the tariff on raw material." Ex 
perience is an expensive school, but a 
certain class of men will have no other. 


NEXT Sunday the general election for 
a new chamber of deputies occurs in 
France, and on the result may hang the 
fate of the French republic. The 
French are a changeable people, and a 
large number are evidently ripe for an 
upheaval. 
The monarchists, imperial- 
ists and the dissatisfied elements gener- 
ally, are in favor of restoring the regime 
which existed under Theirs and McMa- 
hon from 1870 to 1878. The recognized 
leader of this faction is General Bou- 
langer, and although he has been ex- 
iled, his influence will be felt in the 
coming struggle. 


STEVE BBODIE, the daring swimmer 
who went over Niagara Falls in a rubber 
suit Saturday morning, was afterwards 
arrested, charged with having attempted 
to commit suicide. 
The magistrate 
bound him over in $500 bonds to keep 
the laws of the Dominion, especially 
that of not attempting to go over the 
falls for one year. 
Brodie furnished 
bail and left for the American side. 
Harding, Jerold and McCarthy, of New 
York, who accompanied Brodie, escaped 
to the American side when they heard of 
Brodie's arrest, and were not present at 
the examination. 


A GOOD manner is the very best letter 
of recommendation, for a great deal de- 
pends upon first impressions, and they 
are favorable or unfavorable according 
to a man's bearing, as he is polite or 
awkward, shy or self-possessed.

THE SCKOOI« BOOK CASK. 


Judge Woods, at IndianapoÛs Satur- 
day, refused the injunction asked for to 
restrain the school board from substitut- 
ing the books supplied by the Indiana 
company in place of those furnished by 
Ivison, Blakeman & Co., of New York, 
jwho sought to have their publications 
retained in the schools. 


The judge held that no restnuning 
order should be issued for the reason 
that Ivison, Blakeman & Co. did not 
have a contract with the school board 
by which the books furnished were to be 
used for any period of time. The 
school board merely granted the firm 
the exclusive privilege to furnish books 
for the schools. The b^ard, he main- 
tains, has the right to annul that grant 
àny time it sees fit and introduce other 
book3 in the schools. The question of 
the c()nstitutionality of the law was not 
decided, the court preferring to leave 
this till the case coniés up on its merits.
